STARTING POIN TS OF DISEASE. 
All this talk about the dangers of an epidemic 
is not exaggerated, as many suppose, but is 
founded on experience. There will be plenty 
of typhoid fever and kindred diseases here 
within a week or ten days, in my opin- 
ion. The only thing that has 
saved us thus far has been 
cold weather. That has now given place to 
summer weather, aud no one knows what the 
next few days may bring forth. Even among 
the workmen and attendants there is already 
discernable a great tendency to diarrhea and 
dysentery, the men livjag principally upon 
salt meat, and there is a lack of veget: ables. 
I have been here since estes and have tasted 
fresh meat but once since, and I am only one 
of many. Of course the worst has passed for 
the physicians, as our arrangements are now 
perfected and each corps will be relieved from 
time to time. Twenty more physicians 
arrived from Pittsburg this morning, and 
many of us will be relieved today, but the 
opinion is general among ‘medical men that 
there will be more need for doctors in a week 
hence, than there is now.”’ 

Dr. R. L. Sivbel, of the state board of health, 
is in charge of sanitary quarters. 

TWO MORE CASES OF TYPHOID. 

Two additional cases of typhoid fever are 
reported this morning from Minersdale, mak- 
ing a total! of seven in that village alone since 
yesterday morning. The measles are aiso be- 
coming considerably prevalent on Prospect 
hill, where a refugees camp is established. 5. 
F. Minnimum, a wealthy contractor of Spring- 
field, Ohio, arrived this forenoon with a dis- 
patch from Governor Foraker, offering 2,000 
trained laborers for Johnstown, to be sent on at 
onee, if needed. The dispatch further stated 
that if anything else’ was needed Ohio stood 
ready to respond promptly to them all. 

CLAMORING VOR FOOD. 

At the commissary station at the Pennsyl- 
vania railway depot, thereswas considerable 
activity. A crowd of about one thousand peo- 
vie had gathered about the place after their 
day’s rations. The crowd became so great that 
the soldiers had tu be called upon to guard-the 
place until the relief committee was ready to 
give out the provistons.

EX AMINING THE ‘DAM. 


Ap Engineer Makes ‘His ‘Bepect—A Poorly 
Constructed Affair. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 7.—A. M. Welling- 
ton. with F, P. Burt, associate editor of the 
Engineers’ News, of New York, has just com- 
pleted an @xamination of the dam which 
caused the great «lisasterhere. Mr. Wellington 
states that the dam wasin every respect of 
very inferior construction, and of a_ kind 
Wholly unwarrented hy tha good engineering 
practices of thirty years ago. Both the origi- 

paland ree onstructed dams were of ea rth only, 
W with no heart wall, but only restrapped on the 
slopes. Lhe original dam, however, was made 
in ramined and watered layers, which still 

show distinctly in the wrecked dam,and greatly 
aided to it stability, but it was to all 
appearances simply dumped in like an ordi- 
nary railroad fill, or, if rammed, shows no evi- 
dence of Zoo d effe ct from it. Much of the old 
part is standing intact, while adjacent parts of 
the new work are wholly carried off. There 
was no central wall of the puddle or masonry 
either in the new or olddam. It has been the 
invariable practice of engineers for thirty or 
forty years to use one or the other in building 
high dams of earth. It is doubtful if there is 
a single other dam or reservoir in any other 
partofthe U nited States of over fifty feet 
high which lacks this central wall. The re- 
constructe “1 dam also bears marks of great ig- 
norance or carelessness in having been made 
nearly two feet lower in the middié than at the 
ends. It should rather have created 
in the middle, which would have concentrated 
the overtiow if it should have occurred at the 
ends instead of inthe center. Had the break 
began at the ends the cut of water would have 
been so gradual that little or no harm might 
have resulted. Had the dam been at once cut 
at the ends when the water began running 
over the center the sudden breaking would 
have been at least. greatly diminished, possi- 
bly prolonged, so that little harm would have 
resulted. The crest of the old dam had not 
been raised inthe reconstruction of 1881. The 
old overiiow channel through the rock still 
remains, but, owing to the sag of the crest of 
the middle of the dam, only five anda half 
feet of water in it instead of seven feet was 
necessary to run the water over 
the crest and the rock spillway, 
narrow at the best, had been 
further contracted by a close grating to pre- 
vent the escape of fish, capped by a good sized 
timer, and in some .slight degree also by a 
trestle foot bridge. ‘The original discharge 
pipes at the toot of the dam had been perma- 
nently closed when reconstructed, and this, 
while a minor matter compared to others 
mentioned, further reduced the possible rate of 
the maximum discharge. 

Mr. Wellington said no engineer of known 
and good standing for such work could possibly 
have been engaged on it, since in the particu- 
lars mentioned it violated the most universally 
understood requirements of good pr actice. He 
did not believe that any other dam of equal 
height had ever been constructed in this 
country wholly of earth without some kind of 
special protection against the leakage of water 
in the center of the dam. 

Estimates of the original dam indicate that 
it was made of. about half earth and half rock, 
but, if so, there was little evidence of it in the 
broken dam, 

The fact that the dam was a reconstructed 
one after twenty years abandonment, made it 
especially hard on the older part of the dam to 
withstand the pressure of water. Mr. Wel- 
lington left for Pittaburg this ev ening.

OF A NEGRO. 


AN INCIDENT OF THE EARTHQUAKE: 
White Women of Charleston Join in an 
Orgy Led by a Negro—The Wild Scenes 
I’resented—The Negro Victory. 


CHARLESTON, June 7.—[Special.|—The re- 
cent discovery in New Orleans of a rumber of 
alleged respectable white matrons and maid- 
ens engaged in the horrible orgies of voodoism 
and the comments of THE CONSTITUTION 
thereon, recalls an incident that oceurred in 
this city duting the earthquake time, and 
which has never yet found its way into print. 
It was on the night of August Jist, 1586. Ina 
little park not over 300 feet square were gath- 
ered 

UPWARDS OF 500 FUGITIVES, 
white and colored, most of them women and 
children, and most of them clad in nothing 
but their night garments. They had filed, 
terror stricken from their crumbling homes, 
and as they saton the grass and the earth 
waves rolled under them they filled the air 
with their groans and sbrieks. As the long 
night wore on and the intervals between the 
shocks were lengthened, the little settlement 
began to quiet down; the children and, in 
some cases, their mcthers, worn out by fatigue 
and terror, gradually dozed into brief uncon- 
sciousness. <A group of persons which occu- 
pied what had once been a rose bed, however, 
kept up an incessant shouting and praying, 
which was 
LED BY A BURLY BLACK NEGRO, 

who had a white sheet folded about him, and 
whose stentorian lungs gave out the most hor- 
rible of noises as he wrestled in prayer and 
exhortation. It was in fact one of those reli- 
gious orgies which are so often seen at colored 
camp meetings in the south. 

Finally the shouting and the shrieking, the 
howling and yelling Secntes so boisterous that 
the entire camp was aroused, and the frail 
white women and children, who had become 
quiet, Were again thrown into a panicky state. 

At this time’two orthree white men who 
had their wives and children on the 
park, went to the group to endgavor to 
quiet the people. They naturally thought the 
singers and shouters were negroes. To their 
surprise and astonishment, they found that 
this burly, black, blaspheming exhorter was 

SURROUNDED BY WHITE WOMEN, 

and white women whoclaimed to belong to 
the respectable classes of the community. 
When the gentlemen attempted to hustle the 
exhorter from the park, or to force him to con- 
dact the praying and singing decently and in 
order, these white women interposed, and said 
that the negro had been praying and shrieking 
at their request. He was forced from the 
park, however, but returned the following 
night, and this time with such a _ reinforce- 
ment of his own race that the white people 
were gradually driven to other places of 
refuge, and within two days after the great 
shock the park was given up entirely 
to the negroes. 

THE WHITE WOMEN REFERRED TO 
lierein were certainly ranked among the re- 
spectable classes inthe community, and yet 
they begged that negro, who would not have 
dared, funder ordinary §circumstances, to 
approach fifty yards between the wind and 
their nobility to pray for them, and seemed to 
derive considerable consolation from his hor- 
rible and blaspheming ravings. Does a su- 
perior race elevate an inferior race, or does an 
inferior race drag down to its own level a su- 
perior race?

TWO NECKS BROKEN, 
John Feaster and C harles Colston Executed 
in tg Carolina, 

CotumBia, 8S. C., June 7.—[{Special.]— John 
easter and Ch beck Colston, both colored, 
were hanged at Yorkville, this state, today for 
the murder of W. C. Abernathy, a merchant. 
They ascended the seaffold at a quarter to 
twelve o’clock. After the reading of the 
death warrant and the usual religious exer- 
cises, in which both the condemned men par- 
ticipated with much fervor, they were asked 
if they had anything to say. Both 

PROTESTED THEIR INNOCENCE. 

Colston claimed that the confession he made 
had been forced from iim. Colston was very 
nervous and supported himself on the 
scaffold before his arms were 
pinioned, he holding to the fata] rope dangling 
beside him. Feaster was remarkably coo! and 
se!f-possessed throughout. The drop fell at 
three minutes to twelve, and twenty-three 
minutes afterwards the bodies were cut down. 
The necks of both men were broken, and they 
died without much struggling. 

THE EXECUTION WAS PRIVATE, 
being witnessed only by those designated by 
the law. 


The Story of the Crime. 

On the night of January 25th last, W. C. 
Abernathy, a merchant at Catawba Junction, 
York county, was sitting in his store after 
supper, as was his custom, his _resi- 
dence being only a short distance from the 
store. John Feaster and Charles Colston 
went into the store, ostensibly to make some 
purchases, and found their victim sitting by 
the stove reading a newspaper. Some heavy 
swingletrees were lying upon a box near, and 
just behind Mr. Abernathy, with one of which 
he was 

KNOCKED SENSELESS AT THE FIRST BLOW. 
The murderers then proceeded to rob the 
money drawer, but their victim was beginning 
to show signs of returning consciousness, when 
he was again struck. They then became fright- 
ened and ran off. This occurred between 8 
and 9 o’clock. About 11 o’clock Mrs. 
Abernathy heard some one groaning 
near the front door, whereupon 
she got up, and went out, to find her husband 
lying there in a dying condition ,«w here he had 
wandered and fallen in his delirious state. He 
lingered for some days, and died without ever 
regaining consciousness. The crime for some 
time remained a mystery. At last suspicion 
pointed to Charles McManus as the last party 
who had been seen around the store. He was 
arrested and lodged in jail. Ten days or two 
weeks later John Feaster and Charles Colston 
were arrested. The latter 

CONFESSED THE CRIME, 

implicating Feaster and five others. Some 
weeks after their committent the sheriff was 
informed that an attempt would be made to | 
lynch them, wherenpon they were taken to 
Columbia for safe keeping. While in the 
Columbia jail they confessed their crime to a 
fellow prisoner. At the April term of the 
court .they were taken back to \Lork~ 
ville for trial under a strong military 
escort. The party to whom the confession 
was made in Columbia was the principal wit- 
ness against them. The testimony adduced 
roved conclusively the innocence of -Claries 
McManus, and no verdict was asked for 
against him. The jury after remaining out 
five minutes, brought in a verdict of guilty as 
to Feaster and © olston, whereupon they were

LUKE DILLON ON THE STAND, 

At the opening of the afternoon session, 
Luke Dillon, of Philadelphia, who has been 
here for some time as a representative of Dr. 
Cronin’s friends, took the witness chair. He 
testified, that Cronin had frequently said to 
him that he believed that to further his ambi- 
tion torule American and Irish politics Sulli- 
vad would murder him (Cronin.) Mr. Dillon 
then told of the trial at Buffalo of the charges 
against Alexander Sullivan, Boland and 
Dennis Fe eley. Thesec harges wero made by 
Jolin Devoy, and were of the the misappropri- 
ation of Clan-na-Gael funds. Witness said 
that when Sullivan learned that Cronin was to 
be a member of the trial committee he de- 
nounced him in unmeasured terms. Witness 
said, after the trial, it wax voted to allow Sul- 
livan to circulate with the finding of trial come 
niittee a protest which he had prepared. 

SULLIVAN'S OBJECTIONS TO CRONIN, 

Dillon then proceeded to read the protest. 
lt was a very long document, dated New York, 
September 15, 1588, and was addressed to P. 
O. Boyle, secretary. init Sullivan protested 
against the presence of Cronin aya member of 
the committee of investigation ‘in New York 
and Buffalo, on the grounds- first, he was hia 
personal enemy ; second, that he had expressed 
an opinion on the case : third, that he was @ 
perjurer and scoundrel, unfit to be placed on 
any jury. In support of his first objection he 
appealed to members of the United Brother- 
hood organization in Chicago from which 
Cronin was expelled in a case where he (Sulli- 
van) conducted the prosecution. There was 
no question in Chicago of 

CRONIN’S HOSTILITY TO HIM 

or any one who was present at the meeting of 
the National League committee in 1886, when 
Dr. Cronin assailed him. In regard to this 
enmity, Sullivan claimed in the circular that 
it was unnecesiary for him to enlarge upon it. 
In regard to the second objection, he said it 
was only necessary for himto notice the fact 
that he was a member of the executive neae 
of the United Brotherhood who had formu- 
lated the charges against him; that he had 
expressed an opinion in the case and would 
not be accepted as a juror in any civil case in 
Which Suliivan had anything to do. 

In support of the third reason, Sullivan went 
intoa long history of Cronin’s career, accusing 
him of being a perjurer and British. spy, who 
had taken the oath of allegiance to her British 
majesty and that he hed sworn falsely 
in regard to the election of the 
delegates of the Chicago district to the con- 
vention ; that he had sworn falsely iu regard 
to his American citizenship, his age and 
various other matters. The circular ended by 
reiterating the protest against Cronin acting 
on the trial committee. 

Witness continued: ‘In June, 
Devoy said that $500,000 and over was in the 
hands of the “triangle,’’ and over $18,000 haa 
been spent in violation of the constitution. This

A Bad State of Affairs. 
Unless the white people of Gretna, Louis- 
1 some peaceful remedy for repub% 
isrule there will be trouble. 

‘The Picayune gives us a 
clear idea of the situation, Gretna is a sub- 
urb of New Orleans. Itis in a republican 
parish, and is controlled by republican of- 
ficia's, many of them being negroes, 

For sometime past the negroes have been 
perpetrating daily 
outrages upon the whites. They could not 
be sted and punished, because the 
officers shielded them, Finally they threat- 
ened to burn the town. ‘Then a number of 
the best white citizens formed a committee 
of public order. 

At this juncture the republican sheriff, 
who had winked at the conduct of the law- 
less negroes, came forward and arrested the 
whites who trying to maintain the 
cause of law and order, and charged them 
with a conspiracy to overthrow the authori- 
ties of the parish. After the arrest the citi- 
gens held a public meeting and denounced 
the action of the sheriff. 

These are the facts of the case. The 
white people of Gretna—the men who own 
the town and pay the taxes—are at the 
mercy of a negro republican mob backed by 
white and black republican officials. Such 
a state of affairs is calculated to breed 
trouble, and if it existed in Massachusetts, 
good citizens would organize as promptly for 
self-protection as they have done in Louis- 
jana. 

In some localities situated like Gretna 
serious difficulty been avoided by 
special acts of the legislature empowering 
the governor to appoint the oflicials instead 
of running the risk of having them elected 
by ignorant and majorities. Per- 
baps some of the Louisiana parishes would 
do well to follow their ex ample.

For the 
past five years I have attended as a member of the 
board of education these exercises held at the opera 
house, and I am satisfied that it would’ be best for 
the school, for the pupils, and for the public to 
enforce the rule which my resolution proposes. I

none. She had as many friends, but they did not 
have the flowers, or the means to buy them. I do 
not believe that any one would object to his daugh- 
terappearing ina simple white muslin dress, and 
it is a dress that all can obtain.

Damages Awarded BY PuNean Car Passenge 
for Lost Clothing 
From the St. Loujs Post-Dispatch. 

The responsibilities of railroads, and their 
liabilities to passengers for loss of goods, enters in 
a decision rendered by Judge Fisher this morning 
in a rather humorous case. Dr. T. A. Gordon and 
A, K. Florida, a real estate broker doing busiuess in 
this city, engaged a lower berth in a Pullman car 
in Auguat, 188s, bound for Jacksonville, Mo. When 
the gentlemen retired they placed the ir clothes in 
the upper borth and went toslieep, At3 o'clock in 
the morning they were awakened by the porter in 
time to get up and dress and be ready to leave the 
rain at Jacksonville. On looking for their clothes 
they found them missing, anda search of the train 
failed to bring them to light. The train was rolling 
rapidly toward Jacksonville, and something had to 
be done. Dr. Gordou with great presence “ot rind 
rushed around, woke up male passengers, and after 
many attempts borrowed a pair of pants, Mr. 
Florida did the same, but could find no one 
who had a_ pair of pants to spare. The 
porter shouted ‘“‘Jacksonville,”’ and noth 
ing was left for Mr. Florida todo but to jump off 
the train. He was dressed inathin, gauze under-~ 
shirt, a pair of summer drawers, a pairof shoes and 
ahat. in this raiment he etepped off the car and 
struck uparapid gait for his home, half a mile 
from the derot. It was4o’clock in the morning, 
and few of the inhabitants of Jacksonville were 
astir. The dew was heavy on the grass, and when 
Mr. Florida reached home he had a cold which 
lasted a week. He had lost his suit, worth $25, a 
setofteeth worth $25, an abstract of real estate 
worth €25,a peir of gloves worth $1.75, a knife 
worth $1, and $17 in cash. As he never heard from 
them again, he entered suit against the company 
for $94.75 for loss of goods and $100 damages. He 
charged the company’s employes with negligence 
innot watching his clothes, and the company 
claimed Florida was guilty of contributory negli- 
gence in placing his clothes and valuables ina 
berth he Lad not paid for, and was no mere entitled 
to recover than he would be if ata hotel he placed 
his clothes and property in a room next to his 
which he had not paid for. Judge Fisher was of 
the opinion that the porter shou!d have been more 
careful, and know who got on and off thecar. He

Great Floods of 

Described, 

From the St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 

It becomes interesting to note some of the 
great floods of history. One of the most notable 
was that which, according to the old Historian 
Camden, washed away Earl Godwin’s land on the 
coast of Kent, and left only the Godwin Sands 
Holland bas furnished many a coast flood, At 
Dort, im 1446, the sea broke in through 
the dykes and drowned the people of 
seventy-two villages, in al} 100.000 
persons, The dykes failed In 1539 and ne@iy 499, - 
000 people died, The celebrated Ripon flood m 
Yorkshire wes in 1771, and in 1787 over 2000 persons 
losttheir lives by the sudden torrents from the 
mountains of Navarra, In 1813 the overflow of the 
Danube drowned °09) Turkish soldiers on a small 
island near Widden, and in Sijesia the floods prac~- 
tically ruined the French army under MacDonald 
The Vistula overflowed and broke its dykes in 1812 
andswept away 10,000 cattie and 4000 houses, 

Two famous floods in Franee were those of 1810 
and 1%46. The former was in the southeast, and 
upward of 1,000 houses were swept away by the 
Rhone. The other wasinthe central and south- 
western part of France, and destroyed $20,000,000 
worth of pro;erty, including pumerous costly rails 
road viaducts, 

By the bursting of the reservoir at Lorea, in 
Spain, twenty square leagues were devastated, and 
over 1,000 persons drowned, April 14, 1802, ‘The 
property damage was estidated at $7,000,000, 

The giving way of the dam of the Bradfield reser- 
voir near Sheffield, England, on March 11, 1564, let 
loose a flood which swept fourteen miles of valley 
in two hours and caused a loss of $1,500,000, besides 
drowning 250 persons, This is the disaster which is 
made to figure in Charles Read's “Put Yourself in 
His Piace.’’ The area of the Bradford reservoir was 
seventy-eight acres, and its dam at the highest 
place was % feet high. 

The Williamsburg, Mass., disaster was on May 
17th, 1874. The dam of a 100-acre reservoir gave 
way, and $1,000,000 worth of property was ruined. 
One hundred and fifty persons jost their lives, 

The South Fork reservoir accident of Friday 
nigh® surpasses allsimuiar casualties in every res 
spect. This reservoir had an area of over 2 800 acres, 
and its waters, when freed from
